In the whole history of Los Angeles 
county no other Board of Supervisors has 
had 80 much responsibility in the handling 
of public funds and the ordering of public 
expenditures as the body which now holds 
office. Not only have all the curreat ex- 
penses of the county been greatly’increased 
by reason of the rapidly muitiplying popu- 
lation, the opening of new sections, the 
founding of towus and settlements, the lay- 
ing out of new roads, but extensive public 
works have also been undertaken, such as 
the building of «a new courthouse, to cost 
} nearly haif a million dollars, the purchase 
and equipment of a new poor farm, the con- 
structign cf bridges, etc. Money has been 
lavishf¥ poured into the county treasury by 
the taxpayers and there is every reason to 
believe that it has been just as lavishly 


| poured out again. 


Tue Times is not an expert deputed and 
paid to examine into the finances of' the 
couuty; neither is ita grand jury to exam- 
ine people under oath, and uncover crook- 
edness to the bottom. But Tue Times has 
the interests of the taxpayers and the good 
government of the county at heart, and it 
enjoys reasonably good facilities fer iny es 
tigation, 

LIGHT NEEDED. 


public affairs which have lately come to 
light, make ita duty to speak out plainly 
tothe people of Los Angeles county, and 
tell them that, to put the mildest phase on 
the matter, there has been gross extrava- 
gence in the handling of county money, 

An official investigation will doubtless 
show that there has-been-rank dishonesty 
as well. and this dishonesty may be brought 
very close to headquarters. 

A case in ec may be found in the 
preparation of a set of official maps for the 
use of the County Assessor, These maps 
have cost the county in the neighborhood of 


0,600, 

Undoubtedly the maps were needed for 
the use of the Assessor, as the old ones 
were inadequate and faulty, and in order- 
ing them the Board of Supervisors was 
abundantly justified. But in the furnish- 
ing of these maps there has been the big- 
gest kind of a job. 

When the maps were ordered, Supervisor 
J. W. Venable, chairman of ‘the Finance 
Committee, was delegated by the board to 
make allcontreets and have entire super- 
Vision of tre work.

The itemized bills quotea above do not 
constitute all that are broughtinto the sum- 
mary, but enough of them are given to show 
the loose manner in which they were pre- 
sented. The aggregates as given are cor- 
rect, aud can be verified by reference to the 
allowance book. 

The feature that should be especially 
noted is that both Mr. Smith and Mr. Rowan 
render their statements in blank, to 
Speak, after this fashion: 

One draftaman, 25 days at 85.. were 
One draftsman, li days at 85.. 

Upon accounts thus santanes, there is no 
.means of accurately checking up to seé by 
whom the work was performed, and if full 
service has been rendered. 

AN OPEN DOOR FOR FRAUD. 

This is in direct violation of the County 
Government law, @ part of which reads as 
fullows: 

Section 41—Claims Must Be Itemized; 
The Board of Supervisors mast.not hear or 
cousider any claim in favor ef any person, 
corporation, company or association against 


the county, nor shall the board credit or al- 


low any claim or bill against any county or 
district fund unless-the same be itemized, 
wiving names, dates, the particular services 
rendered, , . . character of work done, 
number of daysengayed . . . and price 
paid therefor, duly verified as to its correct- 
ness, andthat the amount claimed is justly 
due, is presented and filed with the Clerk 
ef the board, ete. 

The law is s: ifficiently clear and explicit, 
and is especially designed to prevent such 
abuses as these which have been perpetrated 
on Los Angeles county. 

Yet an @xamination of the accounts on 
file will show that each one of them is 
audited and indorsed by J. W. Venable, 
acting in lis capacity as superiatendent of 
map-making and chairman of the Finance 
Committee. On such auditing the bilis 
were paid by the Board of Supervisors with- 
out further question. 

THE LITTLE JOKER. 

And here is where the little joker comes 
in. While Mr. Venabie’s lieutenants were 
putting in their accounts for unnamed 
draftsmen and drawing pay for them at 
the rate of $5 a day each, it is 


well known and of proof 
that they were not payig $ a day to 
the peopie who did the work. Un-| 


der Mr. Smmith’s supervision there were two 
ladies who were paid $2.50 a day each at 
first, and subsequently their allowance was 
raised to $3 aday. The men employed as 
draftsmen were paid $4 a day. 

left a clear steal of $1a day onthe 
men and from $2 to $2.50 a day on tie 
women. 

HOW MUCH MORE 

was fraudulentiy extorted from the county 
treasury by blank draftsmen who had 
no existence at all ceuid be shown only by 
a rigid official examination. Whether there 
was any “divide” on the $7.50 a day drawn 
by Mr. Smith and Mr. de Camp is known 
euly to the gods and the men invelved. 

hether the “professional services” en- 
tered in. bulk, as, for example, 
“To professional services of self, 
$215.75,” will bear washing remains to be 
seen. Certain it is, however, that this is no 
way to render bills against the county; it 
is RO Way te audit them or pay them. 

TME RESPONSIBILITY. 

The man who is responsible for auditing 
such accounts should be thoreughly inves- 
tigated by the Grand Jury. If he was 
guilty of carelessness only, he is not the 
man to have the guardian ‘ip of millions of 
dollars of public money. If heis guilty of 
than carelessness he should be pun- 
ishe 

It is very certain that accounts from 
other county officials were not allowed to 
be rendered im that way, and if they were 
thus rendered, they were not audited. 

OTMER EXTRAVAGANCE 
is shown im the acceunts audited for the 
‘Tax Collecter’s effice. The allowance book 
shows the follewiag amounts drawn: 


$4,477.25 


This work in the Tax Collecter’s oilice 
was practically for makin ng out the tax bills. 
Taxes will not be payable until November 
5th, and there are, of Course, otuer bills to 
follow which apply on this work. Allow- 
ing that what is to come will bring the 
aggregate up to $5000, and allowing that 
there are 50,000 tax receipts, then a little 
calculation will show that the county pays 
just 10 cents apiece for making out these 
tax bills. ‘Two cants apiece eughi to be a 
good reund allewance for them.

Judge J. A. Wills—-Mr. Grady 
Adaresses the Democrats at the 
Pavilion—Other News,

President Johnson made a brief opening 
addrese, in which he explained the un- 
avetdab'e abseuce of Judges Brunsen and 
Cheney, who had been announced for the 
eccasion. He then introduced Cel. C. C. 
Stepliens as the first orator of the 

Co], Stephens made one of his character- 
istic speeches, abounding in witty points 
and hard hits at the unfertumate Denio- 
cracy. He speaks in a direct and pointed 
style, and cailsthings by their righi names, 
net minding if the feelings of the free- 
traders are hurtor not. The applause of 
the andience was frequently evoked by his 
eloquence, and their. laughter fellowea his 
humoreus allusions, He at length 
on the West-Murchison-episede, and showed 
how the British Minister, in writing his 
Jetter bad merely voiced sentiment, 
which we all knew to exist, that England 
wishes earnestiy for the success of the 
Democratic party. 

Speaking of the “bloody shirt,’’ he said 
that reconciliation was impossible, while 
the southern spirit remained unchanged. 
They are the same old negro driving, whip 
eracking, Democrats as of old.They own 
the northern Deinocrats today, and wou!ld 
crack their whip over the whole country, 
but we will sce that they never get a 
chance. 

Col. Stephens then made an able tariff 
argument, and exhibited the varied aspects 
ot that “old chestnut,’ as he called it,ina 
strong Republican light. His illustrations 
were apt, and his sarcasm kept the audi- 
ence in great good humor. 

He alluded to the rebel leaven now per- 
vading the Government, especially as to the 
Supreme Bench of Last Resort. If the 
Democrats got a majority there, who could 
predict what questions might arise and 
what long-settied decisions be overturned? 
No! let us judge parties by results, ana 
relegate the rebels back to obscurity till 
they are really reconsiracted, 

Judge J. A. Wills was next introduced by 
the presidext and made an abie and logical 
argument for the cause. 

The rebels had, aftera vain attack by 
force of arms upon the Northern States, 
renewed the attack under a different plan. 
They had opened a waron our protective 
system. Who wanted it? Not the North, 
but the South and its English allies. 

It wasasafe maxim in war to see what 
the enemy wanted and then notaoit. It 
was the part of the northern men to refuse 
to make up the complement of electoral! 
votes which the South needed to help it 
control the country. 

~Phe political situation -is~ worse today 
than before the rebellion, Why? Because 
‘we have a solid South, a divided North, and 
apolicy being pressed forward which is 
aimed against the best interestsof the 
country. 

The speaker then took up the tariff ques- 

tion, and argued it at length. He said that 
unless acountry had developed within it- 
self the complete circle of sgriculture, 
manufactures and commerce, it labored un- 
der great disadvantages in a war. 
- He instanced the case of the South, which 
was conquered by being blockaded from ac- 
cess to European manutacturers, and 
showed that any country not wholly self-de- 
pendent would suffer great disadvaatage in 
case ofa war. He instanced what Dick 
Taylor bad said was the great mistake of. 
the South in not baving crippled the indus- 
tries of the North by free trade before the 
war, aod said they were trying to do now 
what they could notdothen, - 

Judge Wills thought thatif the body of 
the people deliberately voted against pro- 
tection, they committed political suicide, 
and proved themselves incapable of self- 
government. But he had no fear of such a 
result. The battle had been haif fought. 
The decision by arms had been in our favor. 
The decision in this protective policy was 
how to be fought, and it would resultina 
brilliant Republican victory. : 

‘The drum corps then gave a_ selection, 
after which Judge Maynes made a brief but 
brilliant speech. He mainly dwelt on one 
point, that of the persistent refusal of the 
Democrats to. give Dakota and Washington 
Territory a covernment of their own = sim- 
ply because their electoral votes would be 
east for the Republican candidates and 
militate,gzainst the solid South, Such a 
wrong.against the hardy frontiersman and 
hard-workig settlers of those regions i!l be- 
comes a party which professed to be the

The speaker started to adjourn the meet- 
ing, but the crowd of course could not think 
of sleeping without a speech from Hogan, 
and in answer to loud calls the unterrified 
orator came forth and gave one of his bugie 
biasts.

But from whatever cause it arises it is al- 
ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction cf the: 
voice, and rarely ends until it has tnvolved 
the lungs in disease. Every slight cold. every 
change nthewea her, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inve:er- 
acy of its ho'd.

TONSILITIS 


ls an acute inflammation of the tonsils. 
which consiats of a coliection or mass of 
small mucuous follicles er glands whose office 
i- tosecrete a pertion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are .ersons who sguf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these giauds. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness 
and swelling, increases un- 
til the act of s ng attended with 
great suffering. 
ese glands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, and are found ealarged 
and very much hardened. In such cases tacy 
secrete a thin, unbealthy, irritattng fluid, 
which is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disenge.

CAPITALISTS, 


Messrs. Crank, Hellman and Others 
Dispose of MThree-quarters of 
Their Stock in the Los Ange- 
les Cable Hailway Oompany. 


The cable railroad deal, which has been 
quietly talked of for several days past, was. 
finally consummated yesterday, Messrs, 
Hellman, Ciank and the other principal 

owners parting with about three-fourths of 
their stock to a strong syndicate of Chicago 
capitalists, headed by C. B. Holmes, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Cable Road Company, 
which built the first cable road ever operated 
east of the Rockies. The terms of the sale 
are private, but they were very satisfactory 
to all parties concerned, and yesterday the 
drafts were drawn and the purchase com- 
pleted. The negotiations on behalf ot 
the syndicate were conducted by Messrs. 
Holmes, L. L. Coburn and R. H. 
Fleming, who came out for that purpose. 
‘The syndicate was formed by Mr. Holmes. 
and camprises 50 of the wealthiest and 
most influential business men and capi- 
talists of Chicago, who appointed Messrs. 
Holmes, Coburn and Fleming a committee 
to visit Los Angeles and conciude the pur-. 
chase. Among the members of the syndi- 
cate are the following well-known names, 
which are in themselves a guarantee of the 
financial solidity of the ©. L, 
Hutthinson, president of the Board of 
Trade and the Exchange Bank, and a son 
of “Old Hutch,” whose tecent wheat cor- 
ner has made his name a household word; 
J. J. Mitchell, president of the Ililinos 
Trust and Savings bank; Mr. Currier and 
Mr. Florsheim, Maj. J. McWilliams 
of Marshall, Fiel & 
and W.S. Henderson, C. B. White, J. H. 
Swan, M. B. Huil, large lumber wmer- 
chants; Benjamin Allen, J. H. Gillette, A. 
Geddes, G. Kk. Ward, T. E. Wells, William 
Kirkwell, William ©. Scott, William Mon- 
roe of the Canadian Bank, Estate of George 
Armour, Robert Warren, J. B. Drake of the 
Pacific Hotel, Norman B. Ream, W. W.

Mr. Holmes was seen at the new West- 
minster last night, and appeared to be well 
satisfied with his bargain. When asked 
what effect the deal would have he said 
said that the wide acquaintance and influ- 
ence of men controlling such large amounts 
of money could not but have a good effect 
on the city, as it would attract the attention 
of investors all over the country, and would 
form a vig advertisement for the city. He 
had great coufidence in the future growth 
and prosperi'y of Los Anzeles, and thought 
that within a few years it would be a eity 
of 200,000 inhabitants, Mr. Holmes said 
that there would be no change in the man- 
agement of the company at present, and the 
road would be pushed to completion 
as rapidly as possible. It was the 
intention to make it first-class in every re- 
spect, and it would be thoroughly equipped 
with the most improved appiiances. He 
built the first cable road east of the Rock- 
ies, which was the first line operated where 
there was ice and snow to Gontend with, 
which he was very glad was not the case 
here.

Confasion Worse Confounded tn the 
. Paving Contract, 

Another attempt was made yesterday 
afternoon to crack the First-street paving | 
chestnuf, but, like all the others, it came to 
nothing, and this important matter is as far 
from being settled as it was on the firsttlay 
that the questions at issue were raised. The 
rival contractors, Austin and Scheerer, with 
their attorneys, met in the Mayor’s office, 
with His Honor and Capt. Barrett, and the 
questions on which they differed were talked 
over at considerable length. 

So much has been said about this matter 
that a few words of explanation ‘are neces 
sary for a proper understafding of the 

uestign, When the paving of First street 
was decided upon and bids advertised for, 
both Scheerer and Austin put in 
bids. When these bids were opened 
Scheerer’s Was the lower, and 
the contract was awarded to him. © Austin, 
however, made a canvass of the property- 
owners, and secured a majority of 
them. upon which he claimed. the 
contract under the Vrooman Act, which 
provides that if a majority of the property- 
owners on a street desire to do their own 
work. they can do so, When the facts in 
the case came out the contractors went to 
law, and the matter is now before the 
Supreme Court for final adjudication. 

Mayor Workman, fully recognizing the 
importance of having the work done before 
the rainy season set in, at once set to work 
trying to effect a compromise py which the. 
street should: be divided, and each man 
take one-half, and a number of meetings 
were held. Once or twice it looked as 
though the compromise would be effected, 
but at tie iast moment one side or the 
other would raise some technical objection, 
which would put a stup to proceedings. 
This continued until yesterday after- 
noon, when the final meeting was 
held, with the same result as the others. 

Contractor Scheerer was seen just after 
the conference by a Times reporter, and 
stated that, so far as he was concerned, the 
matter would have to be settled by the 
cuurts. He said he considered that the 
contract was fairly his, but to satisfy the 
press and people he had agreed to anything 
that the other side wanted, and had finally 
offered to allow Mayor Workman and Capt. 
Barrett to draw up any sort of an agree- 
ment that they wanted, when he and Aus- 
tin would toss up for choice, take whatever 
they got, and go on with the work. This 
offer had been rejected, and hereafter any 
overtures looking to a compromise must 
come from the other side, in writing. 

Inthe meantime, much valuable time is 
being lost, and from present indications 
the rainy season will be upon us before the 
work is even commenced. Mayor Work- 
man, liowever, says that he is not without 
hope of bringing the parties together on a 
satisfactury basis, and will not relax his ef- 
forts in this direction.

Loxpon, Oct. 31.—f{By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press,}| The Paryéil Commission re- 
sumed its investigation today.. Attorney- 
General Webster, for the Times, asked 
leave to interpose Capt. 
ness, as the latter wanted to go immediately 
to Spain. 

The witness testified that he had been on 
good terms with Parnell wntij.June, 1888. 
At Parnell’s request in June, 1481, be com- 
municated with Gladstone, Witness did 
not know Patrick Egan. Parnell told him 
Egan did not know about negotiations 
with the Government until after Glad- 
stone’s speech in the Commons May 16, 1882, 

Parnell then spoke to him of the awkward 
position he was placed in by Gladstone’s 
speech, and told how the speech annoyed 
Egan and others. Negotiations then ceased 
until 1582, when Parnell and Dillén were in 
jail. Egan was then in Paris. The first 
proposal witness made to the Government 
in 1552 was offered without the‘authority of 
Parnell. He received communications 
trom certain members of the Goyerpment 
rem te the proposals. 

Vhen Parneil was released from Kil- 
mainham, witness told him of the position 
of the negotiations, He had written Glad- 
stone, and it was arranged that any answer 
he might make shouid be sent to Parnell at 
Paris. Gladstone’s reply was sent to Par- 
nell, who responded in April, 1885. Par- 
nell, on returning, trom Paris, saw Glad- 
stone. Parnell was anxious for the release 
from prison of Michaei Davitt, but he ob- 
jected to Brennan’s release. 

Parneil authorized witness to communi- 
cate with the Government, Parnell under- 
took to do his utmost for the suppression of 
boycotting amd outrages. He promised if 
the Government would settle the arrears of 
the renc question Satisfactorily he would 
advise the tenants to pay rents and would 
denounce the outrages, resistance to law 
and ail kinds of intimidation. Witness 
asked Parnell! if he was sure he was able to 
carry out his guarantee to suppress out- 
rages, 

Parnell had said that Sheridan.would be 
amost usetul m nin the work of putting 
down boycotting, if he could only see and 
converse with him. Boyton and Egan 
would also be useful. When Parnell was 
in Kilmainham Jail, a letter was written 
and signed by Parnell, which witness toek 
to Forster, then Chief Secretary fo” Ireland. 
The letter expressed Parneli’s opinion that 
if the.arrears question were settled, he and 
his colleagues would be abie to supp: ess the 
outrages. The day after the Phauix Park 
murder Parnel! showed witness the murder 
maniresio, It was a mistake, said witness, 
to say that Parnell was not in favor of the 
manifesto, 

Seven letters were here shown witness, 
who declared with certainty that the signa- 
tures attached were those of Parnell. 

Capt. O’Shea in his eross-exe mination 
said that Buckle, editor of the Times, had 
asked Joseph Chemberlain to get him to 
give evidence. Witness denied ever having 
threatened Parnell. theugh he had once 
turned him out of his rooms in Dublin. 
There were in existence compromising let- 
ters and documents, and it bad been said 
that he was engaged in a conspiracy to get 
these letters. He had been anxious to give 
evidence in order to clear himself and re- 
fute the slanders circulated by Parnell and 
his colleagues. Mulqueeny, a Nationalist, 
told him that Parnell paid forthe escape of 
Byrne.

HOW BAYARD WAS GOADED ON. 

New Yorn, Oct. 31—The Herald’s 
Washington special, dated yesterday, says:

who Charles F. Murchison is, and his idea 
in writing to Minister West. 

Local Republicans strictly maintain that 
the ‘““Murcbison”’ letter was written in Po- 
mona and mailed here by a Pomona man, 
who assumed the name of arelative in Scot- 
land. The local Democrats maintain that, 
the letter was written by some one in the 
East and sent here for mailing. 

W. H. Barnum telegraphed from New 
York today that the National Democratic 
Committee has every reason to believe now 
that Stephen B. Elxins is the author of the 
“Murchison” letter, and that it was written 
in Washington and sent to Pomena to be 
mailed here by Elkins’s cousin, John’ E, 
David. Postmaster Stein has an indistinct 
recollection that David called for a letter 
or letters addressed to ‘‘Murchison” about a 
month or five weeks ago. 

David isa wealthy farmer living near 
Pomona, and has been out of town with 
his family for two weeks. His friends 
deny in strong terms that he has anything 
to do with the ‘*‘Murchison” letter. They 
laugh at the idea that Elkins wrote or wat 
concerned in the “Murchison” letter. 

AN EXPLODED CANARD RESURRECTED 

SAN Francisco, Oct. 31—A_ specia 
from Albuquerque, N, M., says that while

THE CZAK’S EBUAPE. 


Later Accountswof the Wreck of His 
Kailway Train. 

Sr. Petrerspura, Oct. 31.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.| The oflicial state- 
ment regarding the accident to the Czar’s 
train on Monday is as follows: 

“The train cuntaining the Czar and 
Czarina and suite left Taranorka at noon 
on Monday. While passing through adeep 
gorge near Borki the train left the rails. 
At the time of the accident the Czar and 
Czarina were in the saloon carriage at 
breakfast. When the first carriage lett the 
track the rest of the train oscillated and the 
succeeding carriage keeled over. ‘The 
saloon carriage, although remaining on the 
track, was badly shattered. The roof fell 
in, but rested on a portion of the side, thus 
forming a shield for the oceupants. It 
seems incredible with such havoc that any 
occupants of the train should have escaped 
unhurt. But God protected the Czar and 
family, who were taken from the débris 
uninjured. Some other occupants of the 


train received slight contusions. The only 


person severely injured was Gen. Schere- 
meheff, aide-de-camp of the Czar.” 

The Grashdanin states that the train 
was drawn by two engines, and consisted 
of seyeral carriages besides the saloon 
carriage, the latter of massive construction, 
The train was running at 65 versts an hour, 
When the first engine left the track it plowed 
up the roadbed and embedded itself in the 
earth. The second engine ran on top of 
the first. and was wrecked. The first and 
second carriages were also wrecked. ‘They 
were occupied by court servants and rails. 
way Officials, among whom were Baron St, 
Joinval, Chief Inspector of Railroads, whe 
was badly injured. Gens. Vannovski and 
Tchervin, who were in the saloon carriage 
with the Imperial family, received con- 
tusions. The Czar and Czarina remained 
at the scene some time giving attention to 
the injured. Towards evening they re 
turned to Zosowoje, the last station they 
left. 

Religious services have been held through 
out the Empire, giving thanks for the ex 
cape of the Imperial family.

DIPLOMATIC EXPEDIENTS. 

The withdrawal of Lord Sackville, 
which, as already stated, is a matter 
between his own Government and him- 
seif, is expected by the officials here to 
be effecied by means of a leave of ab- 
sence. This will involve only a brief 
formal call with the Secretary of 
Legation, who is to act as charge 
d’affaires until the errival of a new 
minister, and will not necessitate an 
interview with the President, which 
neither Mr, Cleveland nor the Minister 
desires.
